|THE TOWN COMMITTEE ORDER THE 
STRIKING APPARATUS REMOVED. 
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It has »>een charged that the member* 
of £am« Hook and Ladder Company 
would compel the Township Committee 
to assume the responsibility for any 
damage resulting from the fall of the 
bell tower or that they would put the 
people of .the town ta great expense 
by refusing the public the use of the 
tower as a storage place for the batteries 
that supply the electricity for the opera^ 
Hop of the fire-alarm system compell¬ 
ing the town to seek other quarters for 
locating the battery. 

Committeeman G. Lee Stout haa always 
contended that the members of the 
Truck Company were not actuated by 
any spirit of animus in tha controversy 
over the bell tower. He has always been 
in sympathy with the motive of the fire¬ 
men iq endeavoring to relieve them¬ 
selves of a grave responsibility. He 
was willing that the town should sccept 
the responsibility providing the firemen 
’ could show that it was legally right for 
the Committee to do so In the absence 
of any legal evidence. Mr. Stout has 
always expressed a readiness to vote 
any amount necessary for strengthening 
f the tower and to have the work done under 
th** supervision of a competent architect. 
H« believed that, whatever action the 
firemen might take, great care would be 
taken not to Interfere too much with 
the fire-alarm system, and that while 
the heavy weights and the striker might 
t»e ordered from the tower the batteries 
would not be disturbed. Oral and print¬ 
ed statements emanating from members 
of the TYuok Company led to such con¬ 
clusions. 

Other members of the Committee 
differed with Mr. Stout and took an 
opposite view of the matter, and smiled 
at the Idea of the firemen stopping to 
consider any serious effects that might 
result from the interruption of the fire- 
alarm system. They took the ground 
that everything connected with the 
alarm system would be ordered from the 
tower. 

A letter from the Truck Company read 
at (be Committee meeting on Monday 
proved that Mr. Stout was right la his 
conjectures. The letter simply request¬ 
ed that the strikiog apparatus be re¬ 
moved from the bell tower. This strtk-

ing apparatus, with lte heavy weights, 
constitutes one of the chief elements of 
daoger in the tower. 

Mr. Rtoot moved that the request be 
complied with as set forth in the letter. 

Mr. Gilbert suggested that the Com¬ 
mittee wait and find out what the fire¬ 
men meant. 

Mr. Stofit replied that it was very 
distinctly set forth in the letter what 
they meant. “If the desire to alleviate 
the dungeh Is not their only motive. 
Hod if there is a spirit of animus behind 
the whole matter.*’ said Mr. Stout, "it

• ill show Itself when we comply with 
T this letter.) They will send iu another 
’ letter kicking us out entirely.” 

Mr. Hay nor was under the impression 
that it was the intention of the firemen 
to order out the whole system. 

Mr. Stout did not think so; . be could 
unt attribute motives of spite or revenge 
to the honorable gentlemen who com¬ 
pose the Truck Compauy. 
eru Mr. Kayner, as Chairman of thd Fire 
Utiuu<. unmittee. was directed to hav% the 
cabtne' |Hog apparatus removed from the 
Rib,i as ^ milt j stored away. He was also 
Ke w* ^ to consult with the Garaewell 
•imtor’s J VIarm Company about exchanging 
lafcno- l*H-*triking apparatus for one that 
rapidly- * * be attached to a steam whistle, 
theu* this is perhaps the end of the great 
LmtJjLotroversy over the bell tower, and it 
lCi U fortunate that it haa terminated with¬ 
out engendering any hard feelings be¬ 
tween the members of the Committee 
and the Truck Company. There are 
those who still maintain that thw com- 
puny will not let the matter drop until 
all the township pqpperiy 1® removed 
from the tower Such a course is not 
likely, for the letter sent to the Com¬ 
mittee was the result of a meeting of the 
trustees of the company held oo Friday 
night aud submitted for ratification to a 
i-i/ special meeting of the whole company on 
t&ch aturday ulgbt. So it is evidently the 
tofler< yrk of labor and careful deliberation. 

The hell will be retired. What the 
Mupany will do with it Is a matter of 
i.oojeeture. i >o« rumor Is that they will 
**ll it for.old metal and use the money 
to furnish their rooms, putting In a bath 
r<*ouj and other club-house conveniences, 
l rank G Tower, who perhaps more.

Handsome calendars given 
Sboentbal’s.— Advt. 
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Did Dr. Harry E. Richards perforin a 
legal acrobatic feat, or are the minds of 
the present members of the Town Com¬ 
mittee who were iu last year's Board so 
befogged that they cannot give au in¬ 
telligent explanation of how they came 
to make a contract with Orange in pur¬ 
suance of a resolution instead of by an 
^ordinance? Dr. Richards was Town 
Counsel at the time the contract was 
made, and he. is now counsel for the 
bank, and It was his advico to the bank 
that prompted the procuring of an 
•plaioa from ex-Chancellor Runyon which 
declared the resolution illegal. 

Did Dr. Richards as counsel for the 
town advise making a contract by reso¬ 
lution, and then as counsel for the bank 
turn around and say be had delit»erately 
advised the Committee wrongly? 

Dr. Richards has long been a target 
for shslkers. Men six feet tall have 
said some very* hard things about him 
when he was not around. If any of the 
new members of th** present Committee 
wish to make themselves popular with 
the "boys’’ thw can do so by tiring a 
•aroaetie shot at the Doctor. The 
"boys" will all laugh and the Doctor 
ill not care. He will coolly present his 
little bill aud It will be [>ald every time. 

There is ooe circumstance that counts 
against the Doctor and leads even some 
conservative people to believe that he 
turned a legal handspring for a* purpose. 
The town has been remarkably quiet for 
some time; even the Presidential elec¬ 
tion hardly rippled the surface. Some 
people cannot associate peace and quiet¬ 
ness with the I>octor. They naturally 
assume that be threw a double sotuer- 
ult for the purpose of "stirring things 
Up.” It may be that they are mis¬ 
taken this time. For the edilleation of 
the "boys" and others who are insinuat¬ 
ing that the Doctor lias played double, 
the facts should be brought out. The 
Inutea of the Township Committee 
ought to ihow them. 

Committeeman Martin Hummel stated 
at the meeting ou Monday that Joseph 
D. Gallagher advi »ed the procedure by 
resolution, and that Mr. Gallagher said 
that of the two methods o|>en to the 
Committee, either by ordinance or by 
resolution, the latter was preferable. 
If Mr. Gallagher said this iu the official 
capacity of legal adviser then Dr. 
Riebards is responsible. There is an 
impression, however, that the only 
question on which Mr. Gallagher was call¬ 
ed upon for aaviee waa whether tlie town 
had a right to make a contract. What 
Mr. Gallagher said beyond t hat was in the 
course of general conversation, and not 
as legal advisor, lie wan not i-ailed on 
to a«lvise a* to the method to Ue pur¬ 
sued. Whatever superfluous talk he in¬ 
dulged iu at the time was not paid for. 
sad Mr. Gallagher is too good a lawyer 
t<i give away what Montclair and Orange 
was (laying such lawyers us ex-Judge 
Stevens aud John W. Taylor SoOn f<»r. 

It is very doubtful whether l>r. Rich¬ 
ards was inked for an opinion or. the 
question of how to proceed in making 
the contract with Orange. Ex-Judge 
Stevens furnished the copy of a resolu¬ 
tion aud contract, which was adopted by 
the Committee Independent of the 
opinion* of their ow*u counsel. 

Committeeman lialf|>enny was aware 
of the Town Counsel’s attitude In regard 
to the sewer contract, and when during 
the prooeedlngs pending at the time Mr. 
Halfpenny offered a motion to lay the 
matter on the table, be was ace used of 
trying to defeat the whole project and 
prevent a contract being made. Mr. 
Halfpenny yoted against making the- 
contract. 

The sewer boomers in Ihe Committee 
were also suspicious of Dr. Uichards, 
and asked for his advice only ou 
the single question as to whether the 
town had a right to makethe contract. 

In the Bloomfield ludrpendrht of the is¬ 
sue of November 7, 1891, the Sewer Com¬ 
mittee, in quoted an saying that they had 
received aeopy of a contract from the City 
Clerk of Orange which was identical with 
that entered Into by Montclair with 
Orange, and that lathe contract that was 
adopted. 

In the satoe paper of the Issue of 
November 14 It Is stated that "the reso¬ 
lution passed by the Township Com¬ 
mittee directing the Sewer Committee to 
execute a contract on the part of Bloom¬ 
field with thn[city of Orange was return-

loudly proclaim that the ex-Counsel waa 
a nonentity and bis advice waa not 
needed. 

Grave doubts have arisen aa to whether 
ex-Chancellor Runyon ia right In hie 
opinion. The present Town Counsel, 
Halsey M. Barrett, Implies that he Is 
not. Mr. Barrett aaya that he ia still of 
the opinion that the procedure by reso¬ 
lution is legal. Mr. Barrett also stated 
that ex-Judge Hteveua in sin tain* that 
the course pursued by the Committee 
was perfectly legal. 

The majority of the members of the 
Town Committee, notwlthstandipg, are 
not inclined to entirely disregard the 
tx-Cliancellor's opinion,^ and it haa been 
decided to make an effort to have a joint 
meeting of the Sewer Committees of 
Orange, Montclair and this town, to¬ 
gether with the counsels, to discuss the 
matter and decide on a plan of action. 

Official notice has been given to the 
Orange Committee of the inability, to 
meet the payments called for by the 
terms of the contract on aocount, of the 
legal difficulties that have arisen. The 
questions Involved in the sewer contro¬ 
versy are deemed important by lawyers 
and financiers. To the average cltisen 
it appears to be principally a quest ion 
of technicalities. The public is no doubt 
iudifferent as to whether the sewer con¬ 
tract was made In pursuance of resolu¬ 
tion or by ordinance. Of course a 
published ordinance would serve as 
notice to the tax-paying public that the 
Committee was about to undertake a 
work Involving a large expenditure of 
money, and they would have an oppor¬ 
tunity to protest, whereas a resolution 
not requiring publication could be quiet¬ 
ly slipped through aud the public know 
nothing of it until they were called on 
to pay the bill. But to those who are 
trying to convict Dr. Richards of In¬ 
dulging iu legal gymnastics the question
